The following comments are made relative to the work per- 
formed. 


CASH 

The cash in the checking account and in the various savings 
bank accounts has been confirmed by certificates from the deposi- 
taries. The various savings bank books in the safe deposit box 
were also examined and checked with the confirmations. Deposits, 
warrants, and cancelled checks were verified. 


GOVERNMENT BONDS 


Five $5,000 bonds were sold during the past year. One other 
bond had been turned over to the bank for sale, but at the close 
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of your fiscal year no information relative to the sale had been 
received. Therefore, it has been treated as your property until 
such time as data is received. All other bonds were examined 
and verified in the presence of the Grand Treasurer and Executive 
Secretary. 


All interest due on these bonds and savings bank accounts has 
been received. In addition to this interest, there was also $125 
interest on another bond held in reserve by Grand Commandery. 
Interest on the reserve savings account at the Boston Penny 
Savings Bank, which is also held by Grand Commandery, amounts 
to $123.55. Both of these items are paid to the Educational 
Foundation although the principal amounts do not appear in their 
records. 


PRINCIPAL ACCOUNT 


The various items written off as a result of compromise settle- 
ments with borrowers, as well as by authority of Grand Encamp- 
ment, resulted in a total reduction of the Principal account in the 
amount of $2,251.65. 


An addition of $256.26 was made in the account due to over- 
payment of accounts where the amount has been previously written 
off or carried at a slightly different figure. 


GENERAL 


The 1952 payment books were sent out by us for verification 
purposes with the usual request that in the event any discrepancies 
were noted, the students should communicate directly with us. 
There have been no complaints to date. As usual, we have re- 
ceived a number of payments which have been turned over to your 
Executive Secretary. 


Depreciation on office equipment has been provided for the past 
year. Accruals have been made to cover rental and accounting 
expense at the end of the year. Accounts are also shown to cover 
liability for withholding and social security taxes. 


Subject to the foregoing comments, I certify that the appended 
exhibits, in my opinion, fairly present the condition of the Educa- 
tional Foundation as of December 31, 1951, and result of operations 
for the year ended that date.

It is a happy and much appreciated privilege to bring to this 
Grand Commandery on this occasion the hearty good wishes, 
congratulations, and Knightly greetings of our Most Eminent 
Grand Master Robert Brainerd Gaylord of San Francisco. Ina 
recent personal letter he specifically charged me to do this in his 
behalf, also to explain his genuine regret because of his inability 
to be here in person, particularly on this occasion of the celebra- 
tion of the Sesquicentennial Anniversary of St. John’s Com- 


mandery. 


Frankly, while I am very sorry for the Grand Master because 
of this predicament, and for your Grand Commandery in being 
obliged to forego his personal appearance, I am selfish enough to 
be deeply grateful that to my lot fell the privilege of acting as his 
representative. It is his earnest hope that he may greet a great 
number of you at the Triennial Conclave at New Orleans next 
September, and in this hope I want to join him. 


While we are on the subject of the Grand Encampment, I would 
like to remind you that one of your own members, Thomas Smith 
Webb, was one of the moving spirits in the establishment of the 
Grand Encampment, of which he unquestionably would have been 
the first Grand Master had it not been his desire that that honor 
should go to his personal friend, Sir Knight and Governor DeWitt 


Clinton of New York. 
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The organization was brought into being to discharge the gen- 
eral functions of a National Congress to establish Templar stand- 
ards and to eliminate the then prevailing doubt and confusion 
concerning Templar Ritual, Law, Regulations—to eliminate juris- 
dictional conflicts, promote uniformity of custom and procedure 
and make it possible for Templars to be recognized and accepted 
as such when outside their home jurisdiction. This marked a new 
era and Templary gained great strength with the ability to pre- 
sent a united front. 


The organization fulfills an important function by exercising 
authority on a national basis, but at the same time it respects and 
protects the rights of the Constituent Bodies. It is a democratic 
organization in which your chosen representatives have full voice 
and franchise. It is your Grand Encampment, never forget that 
nor allow your chosen officers to forget it. 


No organization can justify its place on the great pathway of 
history, nor even continue to exist, unless it is rendering a worth- 
while service to the social structure. This, Templary has been 
doing down through the centuries. As our history reaches back 
through the ages to the times of the Templars of old whose valor 
and religious devotion made history in defense of the Cross, the 
pages of that history are illuminated by the glory of chivalry. The 
Templars of today are challenged and inspired by the example of 
our illustrious predecessors while our ceremony and symbolism are 
designed to teach the highest and best in Christian manhood. 


_ Two great movements sponsored by American Templary are 
in the forefront of the services rendered to the modern world. 
Through the Educational Foundation we have helped and are 
continuing to help thousands of young men and women to prepare 
themselves for leadership in this great nation in the years that lie 
ahead. Unfortunately, some of our jurisdictions seem to have 
failed to understand the opportunities offered by this Foundation 
or the great satisfactions to be enjoyed by making it truly effective. 
It has been a joy to learn from your Grand Recorder and from a 
member of your Educational Foundation Committee that a real 
job is being done in this jurisdiction. I shall take great pleasure 
in reporting this to the Most Eminent Grand Master. 


The second great movement which I would call to your atten- 
tion at this time is the brain child of Bob Gaylord and should 
receive the hearty support of every member of the organization. 
I refer to his program of Patriotic Activities. In this day of shift- 
ing moral standards and suspicion of corruption in high places 
the people of this great nation need more than ever before a re~ 
dedication to the principles upon which this nation was founded 
and which have made it the greatest among its peers. The world 
has a right to expect more in the matter of good citizenship and 
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Christian manhood from him who has been honored with the 
privilege of being a Knight Templar than from other citizens who 
have not received the inspiration of such an experience.

Next 
year and thereafter visitations will be resumed and I hope I may have the 
opportunity to attend the Conclaves of a great many, if not all, of the juris- 
dictions. Yours is one jurisdiction which it has never been my privilege to 
attend while in the Official Line of the Grand Encampment and you may be 
assured that it is my firm desire to make a visitas Grand Master as soon as 
my plans can be definitely formulated. 

I send my congratulations to you personally on your year of administration 
as Grand Commander. Please convey to all the fine Knights of Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island my sincere and cordial greetings, and best wishes for a most 
enjoyable and profitable Conclave.

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CHRISTMAS OFFERING AND GOOD CHEER

I appointed Very Eminent Sir Frederic Kennedy, Deputy Grand 
Commander, as Chairman of this Committee, and all Division 
Commanders as members of the Committee. Like Committees 
were appointed in each Constituent Commandery. 


During the year, we received fine cooperation from the Christian 
Science Monitor, which paper carried many interesting articles on 
our activities. 


It is with a great deal of pride that I am here today, my last 
day as Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery K. T. of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island, and looking back upon a suc- 
cessful year,—conditions were different for me than I had antici- 
pated when I was elected your Grand Commander. 


In November, I became associated with the Courier Citizen 
Company, which was an entirely new undertaking for me, and this 
actually took more of my time than I had anticipated. I was thus 
unable to attend as many Commandery functions as I had looked 
forward to doing. However, as stated in my Semi-Annual Report, 
I was able to attend several Inspections, including the Annual 
Conclaves of Sister Jurisdictions, Receptions, York Rite Nites, 
Anniversaries, and a particularly interesting Father-Sons Night at 
Bay State Commandery No. 38 K. T., Brockton, but I had to give 
up many which I would have very much enjoyed attending. 
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I want to thank all my officers for the wonderful support they 
gave me during my year as Grand Commander and for filling in 
and representing me on those occasions at which I was unable to 
be present. 


Three outstanding events took place during my term of office; 
the two long to be remembered were the 150th Anniversaries of 
St. Johns Commandery No. 1 K. T., and Boston Commandery 
No. 2 K. T. (recognition of both will be printed in the Proceed- 
ings). The Anniversaries of these two Commanderies is of great 
importance to the Grand Commandery K. T. of Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island because from the founding of these two Com- 
manderies, one hundred and fifty years ago, came the start of 
continuous Templar Masonry in the United States.

I believe that a leader in a foxhole in Korea was sent there 
because of his aggressive qualities and not because he was good 
to his mother at home. While I admire other qualities, I realize 
that no preacher can save many souls by preaching in an old New 
England church to empty pews. Without a large attendance a 
Commander might just as well have stayed at home and rehearsed 
his ritual. The thing that has made TEMPLARY what it is in 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island is your type of leadership. 


In the past five years, we have had a net gain of 10.3 percent. , 


Your own Commandery, when I appointed you in Line, showed 
an increase in excess of 50 percent. It is that kind of leadership 
we need in TEMPLARY, and it is my hope that some day in the 
future you may give this Grand Commandery that same kind of 


leederetip you gave to Gethsemane. I congratulate you on this 
onor. 


_ R. E. Sm Joun B. Navtor: Right Eminent Grand Commander, 
it has been a pleasure for me to have been associated with this 


successful year. I can assure you that any contribution of mine 
has been without thought of reward. 


GRAND WARDERS 


R. E. Granp Commanvrr: During my term, I had two Grand 
Warders—my father, Eminent Sir H. Hutchins Parker, who 
started and finished with me as Warder and my brother, Eminent 
Sir John M. Fairbanks, who anticipated being my Grand Warder 
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but a new position caused him to take up residence in New York. 
To both of them, my sincere thanks for their assistance and I hope 
that their many pleasant hours, during our Templar Activities 
will long be remembered by them. 


HONORARY MEMBERSHIP 


I was honored, during the year, with an Honorary Membership 
in St. Johns Commandery No. 1 K. T., and along with our Grand 
Treasurer, was elected to membership in the Red Cross of Con- 
stantine. 


RECEPTION 


My own Commandery, Pilgrim Commandery No. 9 K. T., of 
Lowell, Massachusetts twice honored me during the year. First, 
the ever active Guard gave me a full Escort at the time of my 
installation—this Escort being composed of all the Sir Knights 
who were in the Guard when I was Commander of Pilgrim Com- 
mandery. Also at my installation were present every living Past 
Commander of Pilgrim Commandery who now lives within 300 
miles of Boston. 


Second, Pilgrim Commandery gave me a reception as Grand 
Commander, which reception, I shall never forget. Over 500 were 
present and all Bodies were represented. My thanks to Pilgrim 
Commandery for my start in Templary and the wonderful sup- 
port, cooperation, and friendships received from them during the 
years. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


My recommendations to this Grand Commandery are: more 
affairs such as Father-Sons Nights as sponsored by Bay State Com- 
mandery, more active participation in York Rite Nites, more 
Active Membership Committees, more Public Functions, and — 
closer cooperation with the Chapters and Councils by the various 
Commanderies as well as continued contact with the Blue Lodges.

Taz Granp Commanper: It is now my pleasure to introduce 
to you fora few words—and I know they will be words of wisdom 
—Most Worshipful Thomas Sherrard Roy, Grand Master of the 
Grand Lodge of Masons in Massachusetts. 


M. W. Tuomas Suerrarp Roy: R..E..Grand Commander, 
distinguished guests, fraters all. I am very glad that after the 
R..E..Grand Commander seated you that he made you com- 


fortable. It is bad enough to have to listen to me without being 
comfortable. 


Tam here today for one purpose, to bring you the greetings of 
the Grand Lodge of Masons in Mensadiuset. I a vee proud 
and happy to represent that body and I am sure that Iam express- 
ing that which all our Masons feel throughout Massachusetts, that 
I bring to you congratulations on a very successful year and, to 
the Grand Commandery, congratulations on this year, and I 
bring you also the best wishes of the Grand Lodge of Masons in 
Massachusetts for even a higher degree of success. 


I feel that I ought to say that to the Grand Commandery and 
all the Commanderies for the work they are doing in deepening 
and broadening the influence of Free Masonry on those they are 
able to touch. I go back a good many years to that memorable 
time when I was received in Bay State Commandery in a certain 
city on the South Shore which I will not mention. It was a thrill- 
ing experience for me, not only for the color I found in the Com- 
mandery but the new light that came to me on Masonry—the new 
understanding of what it means.

Now, I would like to introduce to you M. W. Fred W. J ohnstone, 
Most Worshipful Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Masons for 
Rhode Island and Providence Plantations. 


M. W. Frep W. Jounstone: R.-.E..Grand Commander, fellow 
guests, and members of the Grand Commandery. It is my duty, 
as well as my pleasure, this morning to bring you the gr etree 
the fellow Masons in our little jurisdiction of Rhode Island. re 
are small. We have to take the usual joshing of having only a (0) 
counties at high tide and three at low tide. But, regardless of that, 
we have an active Masonry within those small counties and it is 
their good wishes and felicitations that I bring to you this morning. 


And, then, may I personally express my appreciation for the 
courtesies of pant aa wall as last night. When I was introduced 
the R..E.-. Past Grand Commander mentioned that I served my 
Commandery at about the same time he had served his. That 
made me do alittle mental arithmetic and, as near as I could nee 
without a calendar, it is thirty-one years since I first ane a 
session of this Grand Commandery as the Cae eee 
Washington Commandery. Over the years I have kept ae in a 
est in that work, although circumstances at various umes aren 
permitted me to be as active as I was thirty years ago. Nevert aa 
less, after every Grand Commandery session I have looked at the 
story of the session with a great deal of personal interest and in 
the short time that I have been here, last night and this morning, 
it was a great pleasure to greet a number of those whom I haven’t 
seen for a decade or two decades and renew those old friendships. 
As I listened to the report of our Grand Commander and noted 
the progress that was made, the spirit exemplified, it made me 
think, by way of example, that on the Altar in our Lodge rooms 
is the Great Light. 
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In the first part of that Book is a verse about a man who lived 
eight hundred and some years and all it says about him is that he 
died. Methuselah lived nine hundred sixty-nine years and he died. 
And in the other half of the Book is the story of a man who lived 
but thirty-three years and yet he so lived those thirty-three years 
that he revolutionized the civilization of this world. We who are 
privileged to wear upon our shoulders, or upon the cuff of our 
uniform coat, the symbol of that change should feel that we are, 
of all people, privileged. Privileged for what? Privileged to be a 
part of carrying on, continuing, building, that which He started. 


Tue Granp ComManper: Thank you, M. W. Johnstone 


Now we are going to hear from the Scottish Rite, Ill... Melvin 
Maynard Johnson, 33°, M. P. Sovereign Grand Commander, the 
Supreme Council Scottish Rite, Northern Masonic Jurisdiction of 
the United States of America. 


Iu. Metvin Maynarp Jounson: R..E«.Grand Commander, 
M. W. Grand Masters. In a way I suppose this organization of 
ours, of Christian Freemasonry, may be regarded as the oldest of 
any Masonic organization, if we are to include not only speculative 
but operative Freemasonry. For, away back in the Fourteenth 
Century, in the documents of the Rite, the inscription was, ‘“To 
God, the Trinity, and All Hallows.” All Hallows—perhaps you 
are not familiar with the ancient term. I looked it up. It means, 

All the Saints”. A few years after that the inscription was 
dropped, the words of “Ali Hallows and the Trinity”, and the 
Inscription was to God alone. 


When the celebrated Anderson’s Constitutions were adopted by 
the first speculative Grand Lodge, they created by their writings a 
Deist organization became the name of God was mentioned only 
in the title of the second paragraph of Anderson’s Constitutions 
and not in any of the reading matter of the Constitution from 
beginning to end. That has perhaps caused more trouble and yet 
has increased more membership in speculative Masonry than any 
other one thing. Because shortly after that our mother Grand 
Lodge of England put into its ritual a command that each candi- 
date should manifest his belief in God. But from the beginning 
~ from the very earliest beginning—we have in writing, an authen- 
tic history, that Masonry was inscribed, not only to God, but to 
the Saints and the Trinity. 


_ There is much contest in the world today between members of 
different sects who are members of our Craft as a whole. But 
our requirement today, by usage at least, and only a requirement 
of a belief in God that all men who believe in Him may have a 
place where they may meet together in peace and harmony, and 
it makes no difference how he spells or pronounces his name. We 
may spell it with three letters in England, or in four in France 
and Germany, and five in Moslem, and so I might go on. The 
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essential is that we believe in the Architect, the great Architect of 
the Universe who has created us all. 


We have various sects in Freemasonry and it is fortunate, I 
think, that we have such an organization as yours, and it is more 
fortunate that it is having the success that you have shown, Right 
Eminent, in your report. 


I remember when I first became the head of the organization 
which I had to attend last night officially. It was so good to be 
with you. I found that not all of the active members were mem- 
bers of the Commandery, but I assure you that by the end of the 
first year they were all members of the Commandery and you 
may draw your own inferences. I hope that record may continue. 


So far as I personally am concerned I can worship God in any 
man’s church, whether he be Protestant, Catholic, or Moslem. I 
am able to get down on my knees and worship my God if the men 
who have erected that temple believe in the Creator of all things. 
But we are entitled to our own beliefs and we are entitled to get 
together as you have in the Commandery and carry on the religion, 
the founder of which has stated the only law that can preserve 
civilization; a law that every man who is a member of our Craft, 
in any branch, ought to recognize as a part of his duty in the 
world, his duty to God and to his fellow man; because if we do not 
preserve the love of God and the brotherhood of man Freemasonry, 
as well as civilization, will be crushed. 


We are in deadly peril of that very thing and the man who 
misses the opportunity to do his share and his duty in putting his 
vote into the box, not only at this present election but at Srey 
other, and seeing to it that men are elected who are devotees 0! 
those principles that Christ laid down—those who do not do that 
are not doing their duty to themselves, to their families, or for their 
land or mankind at large. 


I believe you, every one of you, will do your duty, in the near- 
coming days when you should exercise it. I believe you ought to 
keep your enthusiasm for a non-corrupt government, for a govern- 
ment of sound men, not only at one election but all the elections 
that are to come when we may have the opportunity of exercising 
that privilege of liberty. Every privilege has a corresponding duty 
and the corresponding duty to liberty is to serve and to exercise 
that liberty on occasions that this land and all lands may be 
worshippers of God and followers of the words of Christ. 


Tue Granp Commanver: Thank you, Illustrious Johnson, and 
thank you also for bringing out one of the things in your speech 
that, at the present time, is nearest to my thoughts and that is 
one thing that every member of this Grand Commandery can do 
in the next two weeks. It matters not as to how you vote but at 
least vote and fulfill your duty to your country. 
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We have other distinguished guests we will hear from a little 
later but I think we will proceed, at this time, with further business.

In Exhibit C, the figures of the approved budget have been 
presented in comparative form with the actual items of income and 
expense. The direct appropriations voted by Grand Commandery 
in addition to the budget are also shown in comparison with the 
actual expenditures. 


The actual income for the year was $1,243.47 more than the 
budgeted income, while the actual expense was $553.19 less than 
the budgeted expense plus direct appropriations. For the year, 
the actual expense exceeded the actual income by $2,029.96. The 
net worth at the start of the year has been decreased by this 
amount. 


In the course of my examination, cancelled checks and approved 
vouchers for disbursements were presented. Cash balances were 
reconciled with the bank statements and confirmed by the various 
depositaries, amounts due on the various Commandery returns 
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were compared with amounts received and receipts were checked 
to the Grand Treasurer’s bank account. The statistics on the re- 
turns were checked to the Grand Recorder’s summary. 


The petty cash fund was verified by count. The outstanding 
accounts receivable amounted to $1,558.17. 


The savings bank books and other contents of the safe deposit 
box were checked in the presence of George A. Weeks, Grand 
Recorder, and A. Kenneth Martin, Grand Treasurer. 


The balance appropriated for the annual conclave in October 
has been transferred from the General Fund to a Savings Bank 
account, No. 191833, at the Wildey Savings Bank. 


Various liabilities for withholding, social security and unem- 
ployment taxes as of August 31, 1952 have been accrued.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
NEW MEMBERSHIP AND PUBLICITY 


October 25, 1952 


Right Eminent Grand Commander and Members of this Grand 
Commandery: 


Your Membership Committee are most happy to report the year 
ended as being the second year in 28 years this Grand Com- 
mandery has received more than 1,000 Petitions, our total for the 
past year being 1,007. The other occasion being for the year end- 
ing 1950, Rt. Eminent Robert Gardiner Wilson, Jr., Grand 
Commander, which resulted in 1,040 New Petitions. 


As has been the practice of your Chairman, we again have dis- 
tributed statistical sheets, showing Gains and Losses, Petitions 
obtained, Deaths, Demits and Suspensions. We trust the Con- 
stituent Commandery Officers will retain their copies and analyze 
the information, using same as an incentive to correct conditions 
where necessary. 


Too great emphasis cannot be given to the “Loss Column” of 
your statistical sheet—Deaths, Dimits and Suspensions, 638 
Members—which substantially reduces the Net Gain to 326 New 
Members. A marked increase over the previous year, but still a 
long way from what it could be if all Presiding Commanders would 
make it an ambition to “Pull their Commandery Out of the Red”. 
We should be mindful of the higher age limit of members of the 
Orders, and each year mortality can be expected to increase, pre- 
senting a very pertinent problem for the Commander to maintain 
his Commandery on a Net Gain basis. 


Your Committee inaugurated the Quota System during the past 
year which was generally accepted; this we felt would be some- 
thing to “Shoot At”, and we believe did contribute to the overall 
picture. Seventeen Commanderies made the Quota established, 
as follows: St. Johns, Boston, De Molay, Winslow Lewis, Jerusa- 
lem, Hugh de Payens, St. Omer, Woonsocket, Bristol, Godfrey de 
Bouillon, Coeur de Lion, Bay State, Cyprus, Orange, Ivanhoe, 
Temple, Reading. As many Commanderies were within two or 
three of making their quota. We are convinced this system is 
workable and should be continued. 


In Percentage Gain the following Commanderies lead the field 
with gains of 10% or better: Woonsocket 28%, Gethsemane 19%, 
De Molay 14%, Hugh de Payens 14%, Boston 12%, Temple 
12%, Ivanhoe 11%, St. Johns 10%. Woonsocket Commandery 
pleasantly surprised us all in this department with a gain of 28%, 
followed by Gethsemane with a gain of 19%. 
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The leaders in Petitions Obtained, 20 or over, were as follows, 
which group accounted for 737 Petitions: Boston 128, De Molay 
92, Gethsemane 73, St. Johns 70, Hugh de Payens 66, Calvary 34, 
Woonsocket 32, Sutton 36, Bay State 25, St. Omer 25, Springfield 
25, Worcester County 24, Ivanhoe 23, Bristol 22, Coeur de Lion 
22, Jerusalem 20, Reading 20. 


May we congratulate and personally thank all Commanderies 
who cooperated with our program and contributed towards making 
our goal of 1,000 Petitions possible, truly a job well done. Our 
observations are that continuous activity should be the practice 
of the New Membership Committee. Closer relations with Con- 
stituent Commanderies and more Major Projects, should be the 
program for the Grand Commandery year. The Quota System 
should be continued. Careful analysis should be given the status 
of the Commanderies who have shown a Net Loss during the past 
five years, with the end result that they will be converted to the 
Net Gain column. Lastly, the quota for the forthcoming year 
should be increased at least 20%, and 1953 should produce 1,200 
New Petitions. It would be indeed unfortunate that a display of 
apathy should be allowed to cause Templary to lose ground after 
the notable Net Gains that have been made during the past three 
years under the inspired leadership of R.:.Em.-.Sirs, Robert Gar- 
diner Wilson, Jr., J. Herbert Hinds, and Charles F. Fairbanks, 2nd, 
numbering about 1,000 New Members, Net Gain. 


I leave the office as Chairman of the New Membership Com- 
mittee with the feeling that I have done my best to encourage 
greater acceptance of Templary throughout this Jurisdiction. In 
addition to my activities as Chairman of this important Com- 
mittee, I have personally been responsible for adding well over 
100 new members to my own Commandery, Gethsemane of 
Newtonville, during the period above referred to.

We are the only Grand Commandery in the United States to 
hold a semi-annual Conclave and, as far as I can see, outside of the 
social angle I have yet to see that we realize any real benefit from 
it. We have two Sir Knights in this Grand Commandery Line 
who are coming right along and, if you read your by-laws, you 
know that they can call Grand Conclaves at any place in this 
Grand Jurisdiction that they see fit and if this motion goes through 
they can call special Conclaves at any time or any place in the 
Jurisdiction they see fit. My only thought when I proposed the 
change in this by-law, or proposed this amendment, was the 
matter of four or five hundred dollars this Grand Commandery 
could save every year. I make this statement especially to the 
Rhode Island Fraters so they can see I had no ulterior motive in 
proposing this amendment. 


Tue Granp Commanpger: Thank you. Has anybody else any 
thing to say? If not, if you will assume the East, V..E..Sir, I 
would like to speak. 


I definitely concur with V.:.E..Sir Kennedy on the basis of 
saving four or five hundred dollars. The basis comes down to 
saving that money by not having a Semi-Annual Conclave. We 
are the only Grand Commandery having a semi-annual, and the 
only one having jurisdiction over two States. I have talked to 
several from Rhode Island. The meetings can be called in Rhode 
Island and I know that I would feel that my State was being 
slighted if it didn’t have the opportunity of having the meeting. 


Now, Harry Pollard was going to say something on this matter. 
I think he is in the office. It was brought up before, and Harry 
was in favor of doing away with the semi-annual. From what he 
has told me we will save money. The idea is that we will save 
money. But it is my personal opinion that Rhode Island should 
not be slighted and I don’t think that the Grand Commandery, 
which has jurisdiction over two States, should try to get into one. 
(The Grand Commander assumed his station in the East.) 


Is there any further discussion? If not, we have before us the 
question of the amendment. 


(The Grand Commander called for a standing vote. A count 
was made and there were 46 votes in favor of accepting the 
amendment.) 
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Tae Granp ComMAnpER: The Constitution requires a two- 
thirds vote. With 159 voting members present the motion is not 
carried. 


R..E..Sim Joun E. Rives: R.:-.E.-.Sir, it is with considerable 
thought and advice from others that I bring to your attention a 
matter which I believe should have your serious consideration. I 
first want to make clear that the matter is not directed to any 
particular administration; it has been prevalent, more or less, 
many times in the past few years and is growing. 


First, I want to remind you of a responsibility that everyone of 
us has to our own Commandery and the Baldric Knights that 
comprise it. We must remember that Templar Bodies in Masonry 
are throughly democratic; a Commander is elected and becomes a 
permanent member of Grand Commandery and his vote elects a 
Grand Commander. A Grand Commander, as a permanent mem- 
ber of Grand Encampment, elects the Grand Master and likewise 
his vote can overrule the decisions of the Grand Master, as was 
done last September in New Orleans. It is because we are elected 
representatives that I believe our first duty should be the protec- 
tion of those Sir Knights. We must remember that it is only from 
the yearly dues of these Knights that Grand Commandery and 
Grand Encampment are able to function. Therefore, as a repre- 
sentative of my own Commandery, I feel it my duty to acquaint 
them with certain facts and accordingly I feel that they alone 
should not be the sole possessor of this information. 


I want to enlighten you with a few statistics: prior to the fiscal 
year 1948 our per capita tax was $.50; in 1947 you voted to increase 
it by the amount of the Grand Encampment per capita tax, which 
was and still is $.1514; again in 1950 you voted another increase 
of $.20 making a total of $.8514 per capita, or an increase of 71 
percent in a little over two years. Iam sure that we were all led 
to believe that these increases were necessary to meet the rising 
cost of operation. I consider the general operating costs of Grand 
Commandery a necessity, as it is by virtue of a Grand Body that 
a constituent Commandery exists for the pleasure and fellowship 
of its Sir Knights. 


It is to be expected that invited guests from other Jurisdictions 
be entertained in a manner befitting their rank and their hotel 
bill paid, as has been the custom for many years; but I question 
if it was your intention that the hotel bills of past and present 
Grand Officers of this Grand Commandery be also paid when the 
Baldric Knights, and even you members of this Grand Body, do 
not share that privilege. Was it your intention, when voting to 
increase the per capita, that sums amounting to several hundred 
dollars be paid for alcoholic beverages for a chosen few? I have 
absolutely no objection to the drinking of liquor, but I believe that 
a Christian Order itself should not buy it; rather it should be 
bought by those who desire it. There are plenty, like myself, who 
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are always ready to chip in, as was done in the past, and should 
be done in the future. 

I know my own Commandery has not been able to increase its 
dues while paying 71 per cent more per capita tax and has neces- 
sarily curtailed its free functions. During the past two years I 
have noticed wherein Commanderies have been obliged to draw 
on their permanent fund to meet expenses while Grand Com- 
mandery increases its appropriation for entertainment of a few at 
Conclaves. 

It is because of these facts that I believe funds of this Grand 
Commandery should not be spent for other than absolutely neces- 
sary expenses required to maintain the dignity and standing of a 
Grand Body dedicated to the Christian Religion and the practice 
of the Christian virtues. 


In order that the will of the majority may prevail, I shall offer 
a resolution which, if adopted, will not effect any constituent 
Commandery or Association whose funds are usually expended 
for the benefit of all its members, but will apply only to Grand 
Commandery. Therefore, in a sense of duty, I offer the following 
resolution and recommend its adoption. 


Resotvep, That funds of this Grand Commandery shall not be 
used directly or indirectly for the purchase of alcoholic beverages 


to be used for any purpose other than ritualistic work and that 
this resolution become effective upon its adoption. 


Tue Granp Commanper: Sir Knights, you have heard the reso- 
lution as purposed by R ..E ..Sir Rines and that this resolution 
becomes effective upon its adoption. We can adopt that by 
majority vote today. 


A vote was taken and the Grand Commander declared the 
resolution adopted. 

Granp Commanprr: Eminent Grand Warder, will you ask the 
Committee on Credentials if they have their final report? 

Em. Granp Warper: Right Eminent Sir, there are 233 mem- 
bers present. 

THE GRAND Commanpur: We have on the table the Report of 
the Finance Committee which was tabled. Is there any further 
discussion? 


(A vote was taken and the Grand Commander declared the 
report of the Finance Committee accepted.
